And  in  two  years,  analysis  showed  12.77%  protein 
and  4.15%  fat  (as  rich  in  fat  as  full  milk),  eight  ears  equal  to  twelve  ears  of  ordinary  corn 
in  food  content. 

“Stop!"  wrote  Hartley;  “you’ll  pull  the  bottom  out  of  your  farm” — but  I would  have 
done  no  such  thing;  land  can  be  “held  up.” 

In  1909  I added  the  chicken  fever  to  my  repertoire;  found  a man,  educated  him  at  the 
country’s  best  poultry  farm  of  the  day;  took  up  the  study  of  Mendelism  and  kindred 
works,  and  in  1915  produced  “Lady  Eglantine,”  the  white  leghorn  that  laid  314  eggs  in  her 
pullet  year,  the  contest  under  government  supervision — making  a record  accepted  in 
America,  England  and  Australia.  And  that  poultry  farm  is  still  one  of  the  country’s  out- 
standing financial  successes. 

Then  came  Dahlias.

They  grow  about  three  feet  high;  are  sturdy, 
healthy,  happy  things;  not  easily  hurt  by  winds;  not  easily  hurt  by  drought,  although 
watering  helps.
